Men Who Make Up Liberty League 


Formerly Bulwarked Democrats

that the Dupont family and their 
associates, among ih*m John Itaakob. con­ 
tributed to the Democratic pa rty huge sums.

Mr. Hastings with true partisan seal was 
attempting to answer the impression that 
the Liberty league is a Republican organ­ 
ization or at least that it has sprung from 
Republican parentage.

It now is proposed 
by some of the administration stal­ 
warts to accomplish by cooperation 
what the supreme court has said 
cannot (>*• done by compulsion. 
Cooperation The Key 
The social security act. which w k* 
passed after some of the earlier 
"new deal" statutes began to get 
Into trouble In the court* 
is an 
illustration of tho cooperative idea. 
Under this legislation the federal 
government make* certain grants 
to the state governments, provided 
the state governments themselves 
enact social security laws satisfac­ 
tory to Washington. So eager Ila* 
heen the desire of the state* to par­ 
ticipate in these grants that 26 al­ 
ready have qualified to receive pay­ 
ments from the federal treasury 
Although the state governments 
as such are not Involved, a similar 
general method has been followed 
in the soil erosion program. The 
farmer signs no contract, a* Ii* did 
under AAA, agreeing to regulations 
made in Washington. He simply co­ 
operates, if lie chooses, by refrain­ 
ing from rapacity production. Again, 
the Inducement is the knowledge 
he will receive a bounty check in re­ 
turn for his effort.
